St. Louis County Matron Remains on 
Farm Forty Years in Fulfill- 


ment of Vow. 
A vow made in the grief following the 
death of her 18-year-old daughter caused 
Mrs. Jessie Breckenridge to become a 
recluse on her farm home on the St.

County. For 40 years she never wavered

But I will say this, that I 
got one new idea, which I will discuss at 
some future time. 

“I acquired a great deal of new in- 
formation on the tariff, too.” 

Regarding reports sent out from 
Washington that he opposed St. Louis 
for the national Democratic convention 
in favor of Chicago, Mr. Bryan said: 

“That statement is not true. I was 
against New York, but did not object to 
St. Louis.” 

Mr. Bryan would not commit himself 
as to the eligibility of Mayor McClellan 
of New York for the Democratic nom- 
ination, the objection being that he is 
a native of Dresden, Germany. 

“Thege matters are not interesting me 
at all,” was his comment as to all sug- 
gestions concerning available Demo- 
cratic aspirants. 

“Are you a candidate, Mr. Bryan?’ 

“I think I have already made it suffi- 
ciently plain that I am not.”

was sold, and negotiations are under way 


for further sales on the same street. 

The large sewer on Thurman avenue, 
which serves much of the residence land 
belonging to the estate, has been finished. 
The board’s portion of the cost was $11,600.

™' were made at the garden outside of the

Six children, part of the family of nine 
made motherless on Christmas morning,

Now for a stroll down the Pike—not the 
prosaic street of concessions of today, with 
its legion of hammering workmen, 
snow-covered sheds or half finished struc- 
ures, but the Pike of four months hence, 
greatest of cosmopolitan thoroughfares, 
with its crowds of merrymakers chatting 
and laughing in a Babel of tongues, with 
its glittering vista of domes and fantastic 
cupolas, its mysterious palaces harboring 
treasures of Orierftal magnificence, Turk- 
ish window niches screening the languorous 
glances of harem favorites, and over &ll 
this great conggurse of happy humanity 
the warm glow of a sunny July afternoon 
of 1904. 

What a fine spectacle of good-natured 
galety. 

Entering through the eastern gate, off De 
Baliviere avenues, we behold the inviting 
nooks and booths of the German villag®, 
where short-skirted maids in the becoming 
garb of Alsatian peasants are.every ready 
to extend to the thirsty wanderer all the 
hospitality of the Black Forest, while a 
strong band of uniformed ‘‘Gardisten,” dl- 
rected by a martial-looking ‘‘Kapellmeis- 
ter,” is playing the melodies of the father- 
land. 

A little farther off, on the same side of 
the street, tower’ the imposing peaks of 
the Tyrolean Alps, with their eternal snow 
and deserts of ice, but beneath these frigid 
peaks, they say, are to be found the “hot- 
test peaks that ever came down the Pike,” 
as well as the gay yodles of rustic moun- 
talneers. 

Next comes a bit of architecture which 
seems to have been transplanted from the 
heart of Ireland. Just look at that crowd 
of curious visitors, all talking at the same 
time and enjoying the variety of attrac- 
tions in their own noisy fashion. A great 
big sign announcing “Over and Under the 
Sea’ attracts the populace across the way 
to an unpretentious appearing building, 
which contains the means, however, of 
making a trip to Paris in a submarine boat 
without leav ng the Pike. It is a realiza- 
tion of Jules Verne’s dream, accompanied 
by a multitude of sensations culminating 
in a journey over the ocean in the latest 
model of airships. 4 


Moorish Palace 
and Busy Mart. 


Quaint and distinctly unique in concep- 
tion are the “Streets of Seville.’’ There are 
seen perfect reproductions of the Court of 
Lions of the Alhambra, the Gypsy Lane of 
Barcelona in all its originality and the mar- 
ket place of Triana, with its chaos of bar- 
gaining and selling. Then we enter the 
mysteries of Asia, penetrating India, Cey- 
lon and Persia, mounted on elephants and 
water buffaloes, while a pretty English 
miss prefers the back of one of the sacred 
oxen as a means of conveyance. Shots are 
heard near by’ giving the tmpression of 
being in the very midst of a lion hunt or 
on the trail of a Bengal tiger in the jungies 
of India. , The shots come from the shoot- 
ing gallerv next door, and the roaring lions 
and tigers are captives on the other ‘side 
of the street. 

A striking contrast to the picture of Asi- 
atic wildness its formed by an imposing 
Moorish Palace, from which emanate the 
heartrending munds of the “N'Hara 
M'‘lech"’-song. accompanied by the squeech- 
ing notes of the little flue of the oorish 
musician. The monotone drumming and 
inarticulate yells of some frenzied African 
soldiers indicate that a pretty dancer is in- 
dulging in the contortions of the national 
dance. 

Let us fly to Japan. It ds just opposite, 
and the pone of the Emperor are pic- 
turesque in the extreme. Tokio s@ems to 
have been brought hither as well as the 
most populated section of Asacusa. Here 
is a typical royal dwelling house next toa 
genuine tea house filled with obliging 
“Geishas;"’ there is the Japanese art gal- 
lery, containing the strange but pompous 
products of Japanese artists. We are en- 
tertained by a host of “jinkrishas’’ and 
“sampans,’’ and, finally leave the thrifty 


as 
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full of dark recesses called ‘‘Hereafter.”’ 
Here we are regaled with the sénsations of 
Dante’s “‘Inferno’’ and other post-mortem 
places, and involuntarily form silent reso- 
lutions to be good in the future, so as to 
avold so frightful a place. 

It is with a sigh of relief that we enter 
dear old St. Louls across the way, just as 
it was 100 years ago, at the time of the 
purchase of the territory of Louisiana; 
theatricals and games such as delighted 
the hearts of our sires are on the pro- 
gram and there is no end of merrymaking. 

The streets of Paris, showing the terrors 
of the revolution, transport u8s‘to the times 
of blood and carnage in the histo of 
France, but a happy relief is offered by 
the representation of a typical French vil- 
lage, as is to be seen in the Department 
de la Meuse today.

After witnessing a performance in Chi- 
nese, we surrend ourselves to the morbid 
fascination of being engulfted in a whirl- 
pool of gigantic proportions and we soon 
congratulate ourselves that the sensation 
of being hurled over a yawning precipice 
was nothing but a clever illusion.

“Journeys to the Planet Mars,” by Sara 
Weiss, of which an illustrated descriptive

And he 
passes from the apparent relation of fact 
to what is evidently imaginative so im- 
perceptibly that his reader does not know 
how to differentiate between fact and 
fiction, It is evidently his belief that the 
faculty of imagination is itself a kind 
of insight, and that it is Tawful to exer- 
cise it without defining for the reader the 
precise moment it comes into play. How- 
ever, this leaves one in doubt what td be- 
lieye. 

Mrs. Weiss, on the contrary, announces 
these as actual visits to Mars, and her de- 
scriptions are intended to give the reader 
her impressions, just as if she had made 
a journey to a foreign country on our own 
planet. 

She tells us’ that life in Mars is not so 
different from our Own as we had been led 
to expect. While in mechanical and ecien- 
tific fields the people there excel us, -in 
religious and spiritual matters they were 
far behind, until the visit of the band of 
spiritual beings with whom she made her 
journeys. It was the mission of this band 
to enlighten the people of Mars, who dwelt 
in the darkness of ‘a profound materialism, 
believing that physical existence was the 
only possible condition. This mission was 
accomplished, and its accomplishment 
gives the book its moral aspect and en- 
ables the author to' convey the philosophi- 
cal and ethical lessons to be found in its 
chapters. 

As to the future of Interplanetary com- 


munication, we are told in the preface that, 
“the planets of our solar system afford 
free fields of observation (to disembodied 
spirits), and in some far distant time you 
and we, dear reader, through loving ser- 
vice for humanity, may find ourselves 80 
purified, through earné® investigation and 
lofty aspiration, so learned, so @xalted, 
that together we may journey beyond suns 
and worlds of which your photographers 
catch imprints as faint as smiles on the 
white faces of your dear dead.”’

ULTIMATUM TO THE VATICAN. 


The French Government Presses for 
Approval of Bishops by the Pope. 
ROME, Jan. 15.—The French government 
has presented the vatican with a note, in 


the nature of an ultimatum, regarding 
the appointments of bishops to five vacant 
French sees, subsequently saying that 
either the Pope must approve the selec- 
tions of the ench government or they 
will be announced officially without the 
approbation of the holy see. In addition, 
the papal nuncio will be asked to leave 
Paris and the clergy will be forbidden to 
collect Peter’s pence in the churches, but 
the concordat will not yet be denounced. 
The rumor that the Pope had decided to 
approve the appointments is incorrect. The 
vatican hopes to be able to continue the 
negotiations.

“WINDFOOT’S” HORNS FOR TAFT 


Beautiful Antlers and a Mass of Doc- 
umentary Evidence Will Be Pre- 
sented to the Secretary. 


J. W. Thompson, a veteran of the New 
Mexico plains, small, gray eyed, sray 
haired and leathery, passed through St.

He was 
so swift that the folks named him ‘Wind- 
foot.’ Well, in 1902 I made up my mind 
that I'd get the buck. The ranch was in 
00d shape, the crops were gathcred, and 
shut up my cabin—I lived alone—and 
started out 
“ ‘Windfoot’ led me over a big part of 
New Mexico. I chased him for six weeks. 
I thought I had him a score of times, but 
each time he got or: I didn't quit, 
though, and finally I brought him down. 
Then, with the antlers, I started back to 
ranch. 
When I got there I found that Dick 
Hanson had taken possession. I am peace- 
able, and didn't shoot; but, confident that 
I could prove my title, I took the case 
hefore the United States commissioner at 
Reewell. Hanson had a great number of 
witnesses; I didn’t think I need'd = § any. 
The commissioner decided against me. 

I have been getting deposi- 
tions and affilavits and fil ing out other 
papers until Ive got a valise full of testi- 
mony supporting my cleim tc possession of 
the fe = 5 and farm. I am going t» lay all 
this befcre Secretary Taft, and I am con- 
fijent that he will decide ay way. 
“I am also going to give him the horns. 
Ain’t they beauties? And I ‘am going to 
call on the President. I understand he is 
always glad to see us old plainsmen.
